FOR WORLD'S 
GRAIN EXHIBITION

Extensive, elaborate and artestic 
gre the terms applied to Alberta’s ex- 
hibit now in course of preparation 
Zo: the World’s Grain Show which 
epens at Regina in July next. 

Emphasis will be put mainly on the 
tourist attractions of the province, it 
being recognized that Saskatchewan 
and Manitoba are the great tourist 
market fram which Alberta may 
naturally expect to draw, For a sim- 
ilar reason, the coal resources of this 
province will be displayed also. 

A space of 120 feet has been allotted 
for the Alberta exhibit, the position 
being near the first entrance of the 
big fair building opposite the Can- 
adian National railway exhibit and 
backing that of Ontario. 

An exhibit in the centre 40 feet will 
featire the tourist attractions of the 
prevince, A 16-foot cabinet into which 
wiil Ev built two mountain scenes 
with special lighting effects will 
be tae amain unit. In the central pan- 
el a transparency, operated by an 
automatic electrical appliance, will 
present a realisite impression of one 
of Alberta’s beautiful waterfalls. In 
thie section too elaborate, illuminated 
map will indicate the highway routes 
to the many tourists’ summer resorts, 
game areas and fishing grounds, 

On one side of the tourist section a 
special exhibit and demonstration of 
Alberta's coal resources will be shown 
in the preparation of which the Coat
